Sultan in Close Consultation With 


Faithful Tewfik Pasha-Fall

Constantinople, April 20.—The ru- 


mors thai the sujtnn's abdication Is 
pending are heard persistently in Con- 
stantinople today. 
.According to the 


latest report his majesty is ready to 
turn over the throne provided his con- 
ditions are accepted. The nature of. 
these 
conditions, 
however, 
Is 
not 


known. 
It is ,-ippa.rent that Tewiik 


Pasha, the srand vizier, has withdrawn 
h"!s resignation, as after a prolonged 
audience with the sultan, this morn- 
ing, he summoned the cabinet to dis- 
cuss the demands o£ the army of In- 
vestment. 


The cabinet Is now" in telegraphic 


communication with TTasnl Pasha, the 
commander 
of 
the 
constitutional 


forces. 


The Sultan has issued orders that 


not a shot shall be flred by his house- 
hold troops or the Constantinople gar- 
rison against the forces that have sur- 
rounded the city in the Interest of the 
committee of union and progress and 
that threatened to occupy'Constanti- 
nople within 24 hours. 


INVESTING ARMY PRESSING ON. 


Constantinople, April 20.—The popu- 


lation of the Turkish capital awoke 
this morning to find the pickets of the 
constitutional forces, which have sur- 
rounded the city, to make the sultan 
guarantee the continuation of the con- 
stitutional government, within calling 
distance of the old 'walls that flank the 
capital on.' its south side. The con- 
stitutionalists' lines extended In a wide 


_; semi-circle-.'aroTind'tne'-qusrters_of-the 
~.oityr Jera.;.-Galata - and-. Starnboui: and 


every Hour'they are .'becoming .longer. 
All roads outside of the capital are oc- 
cupied 'by the investing forces whose 
twelve .mile front can be traced dis- 
tinctly, but. movement on the high- 
ways has been practically unaffected 
except' that now and then travelers 
are stopped and questioned, and some- 
times taken, before. the commander of 
the nearest outpost 


Investing Army is Perfect, 


Several' of the foreign military at- 


taches in Constantinople rode out this 
morning and 'visited friends among 
•the Turkish 
officers' who command 


'battalions of the constitutionalists, and 
had an excellent opportunity to- ob- 
serve the 
condition of the 
troops. 


They were amazed at the excellence 
and completeness of the equipment, 
and the high state of efficiency of the 
field telegraph . system, the hospitals 
and the supply trains. 
The men are 


well fed, confident, of ultimate success 
and excellently disciplined. All requi- 
sitions made upon the people for food 
or animals are paid for in cash. The 
Italian attache counted thirty machine 
guns and another military observer 
learned of the presence of a division of 
sixty field guns attended 
by well 


mounted troopers.

Want Force Enounh to Contrbt. 
At noon yesterday the constitution- 


alists numbered 8,bbut 2fl,000 men; at 
noon today they were more than 2-5,- 
000 strong. 


The occupation of the city will not 


be delayed for long. It may take place- 
tonight, or the movement may be de- 
ferred for another 24'hours. 


General HusnI.' commander of the 


army of investment, says that as he 
will have to patrol a city of a, million 
people in. which there are many dan- 
gerous mob elements, he must-have at 


his command enough men to do this 
work carefully and well and not only 
to *-:.« the city but to hold It. 


In the meantime no preparations 


are being made within the city to of- 
fer resistance to the army of invasion. 
The sultan remains secluded in his 
favorite pavilion at Tildlz Kiosk. To 
all appearances he is showing little 
activity. With the exception of Tew- 
flk Pasha, the present grand vizier, he 
has received none of his ministers for 
the past forty-eight hours, but Tew- 
flk Pasha, the calm and tried council- 
lor of many a time of stress, has 
spent thirty of the last forty-eight 
hours with his imperial master. He is 
constantly summoned to the palace. 
He may just have returned from' a 
four-hour audience with the sultan to 
his home in Pera, which is some dis- 
tance from the palace, when another 
mounted messenger from his majesty 
will summon him to further confer- 
ence. 


"His sublime majesty," Tewflk Pa- 


sha said today, "is awaiting benevo- 
lently the arrival of the constitution- 
al army. His sublimity is in favor of 
supreme guardian." 


SULTAN HOLDS CONFERENCE. 


Constantinople, April 20.—It is un- 


derstood here that Tewflk Pasha, the 
grand vizier; Edhem Pasha, the min- 
ister of war, -and .Nazim Pasha, com- 
manding the force in the capital, sent 
in their resignations to the sultan late 
last night. The sultan thereupon sum- 
moned- Hilrni -Pasha; the late- -grand' 
vizier, but .Hilml hesitated.-, to -.resume 
office.

Samos is a Greek island off the west 


coast of Asia Minor. It pays an an- 
nual tribute- to Turkey and Turkey 
maintains a garrison there. It has been 
under 'tho"protection of France, Eng- 
land and-Russia since 1832. The prince 
of Samos is nominated by the sultan. 
He was appointed to office in 1897.

arose a 
serious movement 


against him in May of last year, when 
he was seized by tho malcontents and 
beaten. He made his escape to the 
palace and was besieged there several 
days .before troops restored order.

Judge James B. Rose Suc- 


cumbs After a Long 


Illness.

Auburn. Ind., April 20.—Judge Jamei 


E. Rose, one of the most prominent 
and best known members of the bar 
of northern Indiana, died at his home 
here today after a long Illness at the 
age 
of 
seventy-seven years. 
His 


death had been expected and the mem- 
bers of his family were at his bedside 
when the end cxime. 


Although he never was elected or 


appointed to office in his long life as 
a member of the bar he had occupied 
benches in the various counties so of- 
ten that he became generally known 
as Judge. At the time of his death he 
was a member of the firm of James II. 
«nd James E. Ros£, which had been 
in existence since 18S1. 


James E. Rose was born in Trum- 


bull county, Ohio, December 22, 1832, 
and four years later his family moved 
to what Is now Stafford township, In 
DeKalb county., where he was raised 
on a farm and educated In the country 
schools. 
Ho secured 
a 
position as 


teacher when he was sixteen years of 
ago and took up the study of law at 
the same time and In 1862 he opened 
a law ofllce in Auburn with James B. 
Morrison as a law partner. 


A year later he moved to Butler, 


Ind., where he was associated with 
Hon. E. W. Fosdlck In the law prac- 
tice until 1873, when he returned to 
Auburn arid formed a 
partnership 


with E. D. Hartman. In 1S81 this was 
dissolved and his son became his part- 
ner. 


Genial In his personality, a practi- 


tioner of the most rigid integrity and 
a man of marked ability Judge Rose 
became prominent In the state on ac- 
count of his earnest devotion to hla

TESTING DAIRY CATTLE. 


No one. not even a dairyman, unless 


indisposed to be fair-minded, will 
question the wisdom of a proper regu- 
Utlon of the public milk supply. This 
can be done only by inspection of 
dairies, dairy cattle and the dairy.pro- 
duct. For some fifteen years there has 
been in this city an official inspection 
of rnllk. That it has greatly Improved 
the grade of milk dispensed Is incon- 
testible. Under more recent laws we 
have had dairy inspection and cattle 
Inspection, both to good account In 
the general profit of the community. 


During some months past there has 


been a very sharp contention between 
the city health authorities and some-of 
the dairymen. The situation has be- 
come acute by 'reason of the purpose 
of the authorities to apply the tuber- 
culin test to dairy cattle. 
It is set 


out by some that the test is in no wise 
conclusive as determining the exist- 
ence of tuberculosis in a bovine. Oth- 
ers maintain that it is a procedure 
that may be attended with very seri- 
.ous- consequences. 
For both views 


there is authority, though there is 
more abundant authority to the con- 
trary. Moreover, there is a sharp dif- 


ference of opinion among scientific 
men as to whether bovine tubercu- 
' losis is transmissible to humans. This 


question has been the .bone of very 
acrimonious contention in two inter- 
national medical congresses. It never- 
theless Is true that the health authori- 
'tles in most of the cities of the coun- 


. try adopt and enforce the view that 
bovine tuberculosis is transmissible to 
human's through such media as milk 
or flesh parts affected; that the tuber- 
culin test is conclusive, and that no 
risk of consequence is incurred by 
"employment of it. It has been em- 
ployed here and many dairymen i have 
submitted to It. 


The city's official inspector appears 


to be for some reason distasteful to 
some of the dairymen, who refuse to 
submit their dairy herds to the tuber- 
culin test under his ministrations. 
Now, it is not to be supposed that the 
city will repudiate Its own servant for 
no. better reason than that. 
Such a 


course logically pursued would result 
in a very chaos In all departments of 
the municipal government. 
Still, ' if 


there be dairymen who want confi- 
dence In the city inspector, it is well, 
as has been done, to have the state 
veterinarian here to conduct such tests 
as It has become Impracticable for the 
local official to conduct 
This as a 


matter of fact strengthens the general 


. situation In favor ot pure milk. .And 


that after all Is what inspection and 
regulation are for. There need be and 
there should be no recession from the 
position that the regulations shall be 
enforces. Milk taken and vended un- 
der all reasonable *nd proper condi- 
tions that make for cleanliness from 
healthy dairy cattie is what should be 
insisted on. 
The city, in the public 


interest, must maintain itself in the 
dispute, but that this be done with 
wason and out of no purpose to Im- 
pose hardship or embarrassment on 
any 
dairyman 
is 
imperative. 
It 


stems to us that some means to com- 
.posc the difference in the mutual inter- 
est of dairymen and the pufoiic could 
quite rcadiiy be fourwj.

Cost of Making Streets Safe 


Now, besides the-extra paving,.repair and cleaning outlays, what do,-Fort 


.Wayne's streets demand? 
^ 


The answer is too easy. 'Any schoolboy could score his 100 mark on it. $ 
•• -'_•« 


They must be adequately lighted and adequately policed. 
"*' 


We have been over the subject of better lighting so often that 'every..;rea'ding 


citizen in Port Wayne knows already that we need 600 more arc lamps on our 
streets, besides hundreds of lanips on our 167 miles of unlighted alleys, before 
Port Wayne will be-as-well lighted as the leaders/among other cities of its-class, in 
or out of Indiana. 


Approximately -such- an equipment will cost $80,000 to $90,000 in arc lamps 


and installation, and"$10,000-to $20,000 at least for alley-lighting equipment duly 
installed. 


But it 5s; necessary, it-is indispensable, for the safety of the cit3T, ancLit is urg- 


ent, arid it ought not to require five years, or even two years, for its completion. 


It is for'the GOOD OF'ALL, and should therefore take .precedence in the at- 


tention- of anyvCity 'Government, truly democratic—a government that .represents 
the masses as against favored classes-rover any policy'which woiMpusli fav- 
ored-few nmdertaldiigs at-the-expense of the safety and welfare .of the general pub- 
lic. 
.

Such'adequate lighting of the city for the first time in its history will mean 


some additional yearly expense for electric'current. But, with the generating 
plant-and a distributing equipment of 430 lamps already in arid practically paid 
for, the-extra annual expense of electric current will not mean any insuperable out- 
lay. 
- 
: 


Such a thorough'iighting of the streets has long been promised, so there 


should be no longer delay in redeeming the promises made to-the people. 


'As a matter of expense, outside the lamp equipment outlay of, say $100,000, 


the additional 600 arc lamps and the alley lamps, might require an annual appro- 
priation of possibly $25,000 to $30,000 for operating expense, exclusive of depre- 
ciation, renewal fund and interest account. For safety, in arriving at an estimate 
of the financial requirements of a better-streeted Fort Wayne, the outside figure of 
$30,000 will be assumed. 
, 
. 


So .with the City spending $120,000 more annually for a period of five years on 


its street construction, maintenance and cleaning, and $30,000 more yearly for 
lighting the additional street arid alley lamps, and the cost of new lamp equip- 
ment and its installation, $100,000, divided into two or more yearly payments, 
Fort Wayne would have, an increase, of annual outlay for two years of $200,000, 
with $150,000-annually for the following three years; or, say, $170,000 annually for 
f i v e years.

This additional outlay, if provided for wholly-out-of receipts from greater tax 


levies, would mean'50 to 70 cents additional tax on each hundred dollars of taxable 
property in the city. 


The present city tax is $1.10 on each hundred dollars of taxables. The pro^ 


posed outlays would make it $1.60 to $1.80 per $100. 


In other words, each 10 cents additional to the tax on every hundred dollars' 


worth of taxables yields the city a little more than $30,000 for its funds. 


Now to properly police the entire city and so care for all its streets and the 


safety of all citizens and property thereon is another story. 


We will make it another chapter of this one.

Before he announced his pro- 


phecy he had been quietly getting Into 
he market in a big way on this 
heory. His forecast has come to pass. 
Top figures for May in this market 
lave reached considerably beyond the 
mark set by the quiet, businesslike 
man from the quiet classic suburb of 
Evanston. 


Mr. Patten has made a lot of money 


this .wheat campaign—money that 


already has gone down into his pock- 
et, and it was not stage money. In 
paper profits he has another fortune, 
which may or may not be elusive. In 
any event, matters have progressed so 
far that the trade has satisfied itself 
Mr. Patten will come 'out of his cam- 
paign many hundreds of thousands o£ 
dollars ahead of the game. Wherefore 
the quiet, businesslike man has been 
crowned "wheat king," the coronation 
being conducted by certain game lov- 
ing persons who hung over the gallery 
rail in the Board of Trade building 
and watched'the mob below howling 
"white•~£tie""prlee of May wheat"1 ".was 
passing the .$1.25 mark. 


Mr. Patten, reports to the contrary 


notwithstanding, was not very much 
Interested in this particular proceed- 
ing. 
He would much rather be called 


a successful operator" than king. Espe- 
cially he does not care to be classified 
in the list of plungers who try to 
"corner" grain. Indeed, he stakes his 
judgment, after many years of hard 
and fast experience in the grain mar- 
kets, that no man or group of men is 
big enough or wealthy enough or 
shrewd enough to "corner" wheat, corn 
or oats. It is his theory, emphasized 
over and over again, that wheat, for 
instance, 'does its own cornering by 
being scarce. The law of -supply and 
demand, he says, is the "king," a fact 
attested In the wrecks of past days.

Judgment the Key. 


In that • word "judgment" probably 


more than in any other Is the Patten 
:ey. It Is the faculty that has for a 
ong time distinguished the Evanston 
man from the big operators of the 
past. After he had successfully car- 
ried to an issue several battles in oats 
md corn there was the old cry of 
'luck." 'So -consistent were his win- 
ning ventures, however, that the trade 
finally came to think it was more a 
matter .of judgment -than chance. 


Mr. Patten, whether fairly or unfair- 
,- has earned recognition as a mar- 


ket student who manages to reach a 
vantage point where- he' can survey 
more of the wheat fields and granaries 
at a single sweep than any other man. 
He is able, to do this partly because 
his source of information Is so well 
organized and because he has so many 
shrewd scouts keeping vigil over the 
sources 
of 
-supply. 
Supplementing 


this system of reports from a small 
army of trusted lieutenants is- the Pat- 
ten faculty for putting a value on the 
Information that reaches him. 
premises are furnished to him 
The 
from 


the Dakotas, Kansas, Argentine, Aus- 
tralia, 
Europe—wherever 'wheat 
is 


grown or used. He sits in his office 
and draws the conclusions. On these 
he acts, and none is quicker thati he 
to shift position if he persuades him- 
self he Is wrong.

There have been some memorable 


wheat campaigns conducted from Chi- 
cago as headquarters. In most cases 
the leading manipulators have been 
"stung" hard. 
St..ie have amassed 


fortunes only to lose them later. Fa- 
miliar names in the list, of 'so-called 
plungers are Edward Pardridge, C. W. 
Pardridge, B. P. Hutchinson ("Old 
Hutch"). E. L. Harper, Josep_h Leitor, 
John W. Gates and George t,. Phil- 
lips, the last named being- more in- 
terested in corn than in wheat. 


The Cincinnati crowd which tried to 


"corner" -wheat in 1SS7 was led by 


Harper. The attempt was followed by 
the most far reaching: financial dis- 
aster that ever grew out of a" wheat 
deal. 
An important Cincinnati bank 


was dragged to ruin in the crash, and 
with it went twenty or more firms 
caught in the speculative whirlpool. 
It was In June of 1887 the Cincinnati 
combination developed. Prices were 
advanced from 80% cents to 94% cents, 
and when the slump care there was 
a crash of values to 68 cents. 


"Old Hutch" had much'better luck 


the next year. 
He ran a successful 


corner in September of that 
year, 


wheat advancing from ninety cents 
until It reached the dizzy height of $2, 
the top prices . being reached on the 
closing day of the deal. Other corners 
of- note were those of 1867, when, on 
May IS, prices went up to $2.85; in 
1871. when August prices were forced 
up to $1.30 and closed the month at 
51.10; in August, 1881, when prices ad- 
vanced from $1.19 to $1.38, and closed 
at the latter flsure. 


Joseph teller's Campaign. 


Of more recent date the most re- 


markable campaign was that conduct- 
ed by Joseph Leiter In 1897 and 1808 
The young man was being congratu- 
lated from far and wide on his man- 
ner of making the veterans sit up and 
take notice. After a long and aggres- 
sive battle, which seemed to be a win- 
ning- one. May wheat,got up to 51.85 
on the 10th of that month. At the em 
of the month It went out. at $1.25 
Leiter then transferred operations to 
the new crop months, and the balloon 
burst on June 13. It is a matter o 
speculative history that this deal cos 
Mr. Leiter and his father, the late Lev 
Z. Leiter, more than $10,000,000. 'P. D 
Armour, then strong for the- fight 
hired boats arid brought grain fron 
the northwest lake ports and deliv- 
ered -to the "young Napoleon." It wa 
one of the worst overdoses of wheat 
ever experienced. 


John \V. Gates essayed a corner in 


wheat in 1905. The den! culminated in 
April unsuccessfully after a high water 
mark of $1.21^. h.-ul been reached In 
February. What the cost to Mr. Gates 
was only he and his associates know. 


Mr. Patten laid the simple ground

November May wheat was selling at 
$1.03. and at the close of that month, 
under his persistent bull attitude and 
buving, the 
price had advanced to 


Tl-TOH. It scored a further gain dur- 
ing December, when as high as $l.lt 
was paid for wheat for May delivery. 
It was in the middle of that month the 
deal began to loo;: dark for Patten and 
his associates. At least it looked so 
to the trade, but Mr. Patten composed 
his face into "poker serenity" and be- 
gan to take, the public into his confi- 
dence on his theory of the future ot 
the market. 
Prices had dropped to 


$1.04 % before December was over. 
Even in January there was little of 
promise in the deal, so far as the gen- 
eral speculative public was concerned. 
Argentine loomed forth so prominently 
as a competitor for the European trade 
that English and Continental custom- 
ers felt themselves safely independent 
of American supplies. 


On January 1 May wheat sold at 


S1.97 and on the last day of that month 
it was only one-half cent higher. Up 
to that time receipts at western pri- 
mary centers had been much in ex- 
cess of those of the lifca period the 
year before. 
Argentina and Australia 


by that time had demonstrated they 
had a lot of who/it to ship.

Question of Demand. 


There was enough in the domestic 


situation, he said, to warrant the

He had.Information from the 
svlnter -wheat area which convinced 
Urn the next harvest would be late, 
even If it were ultimately satisfactory 
to the. farmer. That meant, according 
to his presentation of the case, that 
.he demand for last year's wheat must 
be carried over into a. new crop month, 
ibove all, he declared with .emphasis, 
rheat in this country was scarce, de- 
spite the government report and bear 
experts to the contrary. In proof of 
this he pointed out that millers in Kan- 
sas and elsewhere .were actually pay- 
ng a b!;j premium over the May price 
for' cash wheat for their daily use in 
rinding:. How far this argument is 
sound the trade must decide for itself 
but the price results to date bear ou( 
the Patten forecasts and go them sev- 
eral better.

Mr. Patten with holding as high as 
30,000.000 bushels of May wheat.

ous selling. Estimates of the profits t 
date, or what they promise to be, ar 
purely conjectural. Volunteer statist!

the harvest of gold anywhere from $1, 
000.000 to $5.000.000. or even S10.000.00i 


It is a fact, worth bearing In min 


that Mr. Patten is not yet out of the 
market, although he announces hr> is 
getting out as fast as he can. "And 
when I am out," he said, "wheat will 
go still higher. Why do I think so? 
Because millers want wheat and can't 
get it. In Portland wheat is virtually 
as high as it is in Chicago. It is high 
in Winnipeg and Buenos Ayrt-a. 
No- 


body here is making the market in 
those countries. The law 
of supply 


and demand is in force, that's all."

ping business to the eastern trade. 
George Patten became ill and the part- 
nership was dissolved. James becom- 
ing sole owner and manager at the 
same time nf an elevator concern. In 
1903 he joined the 
firm 
of Bartlett.
